In the formal conference this afternoon 
every suggestion made by Mr. Hitchcock 
as to the methods of the cam was rati- 

ned by the leaders. They especially 
the scheme to differentiate the far west from 
the middie wést and east for campaign pur- 
poses. It is realized that Mr. Bryan must be 
fought out here on his own radical grounds. 
His bank deposit plank must be met with 
broad and telling education among the farm- 
ers as to its dangers, As a result of this 
conference Mr. Hitchcock's great machine 
for winning, the west is well under way. The 
wheels will not stop until November. One 
of the cogs in the machine will be hundreds 
of young men's Taft-Sherman clubs.

Guffey’s Men in Philadelphia Declare 
Their Hate at Denver Was “Act of 
Political Larceny.” 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 20.—The demo- 
cratic city committee, which is controlled 
by the Guffey faction of the party, tonight 
adopted a resolution which, while indorsing 
William Jennings Bryen for president and 
John W. Kern for vicé president, denounced 
the action of the democratic national con- 
vention at Denver for unseating its eight 
delegates. 

The resolution was presented by unty 
Commissioner Charles P. Donnelly, one of 
the city leaders, who led the fight before 
the credentials committee at Denver in be- 
half of the eight delegates who were un 
seated, and the resolution was adopted unan- 
ftmously.

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THE BIGGEST. PIECE OF NEWS. 
There was a good deal of big news ja 
the papers yesterday morning. The pres- 


ident plans a shakeup in the navy. The 


leaders of doubtful states promise Taft a 
landslide. Hitchcock is in conference at 
Colorado Springs. The union labor men 
are sailing into Hearst. But for the me 
ment, and im a real sense, the biggest 
news of the day to Chicagoans was the 
announcément that the temporary sani- 
tary inspectors have been put to work in 
the congested districts of the city to re- 
duce the infant death rate. 

It is comforting to know that after 
years of apathy, opposition, and debate 
the city of Chicago seriously has taken 
up the problem of sanitation and the pre 
vention of disease. As the commissioner 
of health points out, infant mortality is 
heaviest in the districts inhabited by 
Slavic people. It might be added that in- 
fant mortality is heaviest in the districts 
inhabited by almost all, recent immi- 
grants. 

For years we have expended money 
wisely in night schools for adults and in 
schools of many grades for children, for- 
eign and native born, so that it is trite to 
say that a child, foreign born or born of 
foreign parents, can grow up with a good 
education into a good American. The 
service of the community to the individ- 
ual child dges not stop with the school. 
The city is not only going to see to ft 
that his mind is cared for but it is going 
to teach him and his mother to look after 
his body, to see that he is fed clean food 
and is reasonably clean himself. 

It should be hard to estimate the econ- 
omy which will be effected by the new 
order of things. Not only will the city 
be relieved of the cost of cating for the 
indigent sick in hospitals but there will 
be saved to the community the health and 
strength which otherwise would be dis- 
sipated by ignorance, dirt, and disease. 


In a communication to Tun Trisunp 
a member of the Illinois Vigilance 46680. 
ciation says: 

1 am told by people who seem to know that the 
young girl problem never has been worse in the 
history of Chicago than’ it is now; thet it hap 
steadily grown worse for the last few years; that 
a large percentage of girls under 16 are to be 
found in places and company that their parents 
do not suspect; that cheap theaters and immoral 
amusements are partly to blame, but that moral 
amusements where girls go without family care 
and pick up acquaifitances also are causing part 
of the trouble. Parents should be made to wake 


up upon that subject. 

This is a guarded statement unsupport> 
ed by definite investigation, yet no fairly 
observant person can doubt that what- 
ever degree this evil of careless parent- 
hood has reached, it is a serious one. The 
freedom permitted to young girls in Chi- 
cago is as general as it is unwise. Late 
hours on the streets and indiscriminate 
association with little or no surveillance 
seem to be widely permitted by parents. 

No law enforcement can cope with such 
conditions. Only an education of the 
public in the worse than folly of this lax- 
ness of proper domestic discipline and 
common precaution will at all avail, 
While young girls and young boys are 
permitted the freedom of association and 
action which now prevails vice will make 
ite insidious levy upon the innocent and 
dishonor will strike where least expected, 
The Illinois Vigilance association and 
other organizations engaged in attempts 
to combat the traffic in women in its 
various ‘aspects would do well to assist 
in arousing the conscience of parents. In 
this connection the educational work of 
the Society of Social Hygiene, though of 
a broader and more fundamental kind, 
deserves attention and practical support 
A more important social effort is not 
being made at this time, | |

THE BOULEVARD LINK. 

The local improvement board has pub- 
lished a plan for the boulevard link. As 
the hearings being held on this vexed sub- 
ject are not yet over Taw Trisune ag 
sumes that this plan is tentative merely 
and does not represent the fixed conclu- 
sion of the board. 

Tun Trisune hopes this is true, ‘be 
cause the plan does not seem the best 
possible compromise with actual condi- 
tions, It contemplates a boulevard raised 
from Lake street to Indiana street. Tun 
TRIBUNB does not believe this is neces- 
sary or in the circumstances desirable. 


It violates the “principle which should gov- 


era every proposal—to wit: keep as much 
of the boulevard on the surface as pos- 
sible. The incline, to be negotiable, prob- | 
ably need not begin south of South 
Water street. It certainly need not begin 
on the north side so far north as Indiana 
street. | 

In the eut reproduced in this issue of 
Tue Trisune a profile is shown of the | 
elevations of the Ohicago and North- 
western railway along North Water street 
and a profile of a practicable surface 
boulevard, link rising from River street | 
on the south side and descending from 
North Water street to Illinois street. 

The consideration of the board of local 
improvements is invited to these profiles, | 
They suggest if they do not prove the 
possibility of a boulevard link virtually 
on the surface. It would involve a low- 
ering of the railway right of way on the 
north side, but this in itself is desirable 
and should be carefully considered by the 
board before any final plan is adopted. 

This fmal plan ought not to Be adopted 
upon any showing thus far made. An 
improvement as important as this con- 
necting boulevard calls for the maturest 
consideration, and only a plan compatible 
with the interest of the whole city will 
be accepted. 


BRIDGEPORT AND OTHER ODORS 


The council adopted at its last meeting 
an ordinance called for by the residents 
of various localities who have complained 
of the noxious odors coming from gas 
tanks, brickyards, livery stables, ete., in 
their neighborhoods. The ordinance is a 
good one, but it is not absolutely meces- 
sary. Even without it, it is the duty of 
the city authorities when the existence of 
such nuisances has been brought to their 
notice to take steps to abate them. A 
stench is a nuisance, whether declared so 
by ordinance or not. 

It is to be hoped that the action of the 
council will be followed by vigorous 
measures on the part of the health de- 
partment. officials. The minor bad smells 
arising livery stables or brickyards 
should be abated, but there is at times 
a more @xtensive smell, spreading over a 
wider area, which is more deserving of 
attention, On various occasions of late 
the residents of the south side have dis- 
covered to their horrer that “ Bridgeport 
hed broken loose.” The stockyards 
‘stenches again filled and poisoned the air, 
and it became necessary to shut the win- 
dows, no matter how hot the night might 
be, so as to keep out the sickening odors. 

There is no occasion for them. They 
are due to the indifference of some ren- 
dering house employés, to the health and 
happiness of the community. To save 
themselves trouble they permit malodor- 
ous gases which should be consumed or 
déodorized to escape into the upper air. 
The wind carries them along, and as they 
become cooled they approach the surface. 
Then those who are unlucky enough to 
live in the direction of the wind get their 
dose. 42 

It is a reproach to Chicago that it has 
submitted to a nuisance of this kind for 
full thirty years. “There are many citi- 
zens who have come to look on it as ono 
of the inescapable evils of a city home. 
The evil is not a necessary one, and there 
is law enough to punish the offenders if 
they can be caught. But there is where 
the shoe pinches. 

The victims are themselves largely to 
blame. They are too passive. They shut. 
the windows and scold, when they ought 
to be telephoning the health commissioner 
and letting him know what is wrong. 
He is a zealous servant of the public and 
would be quick to act in such an emer- 
gency. He would take measures to run 
down the culprits: The codperation of 
the suffering public and the health de- 
partment would regulate matters. It ‘s 
outrageous that the night winds should 
be laden with foul: gases and thet it 
should be necessary to go without fresh 
air to escape being sickened.

Pano hae a curious fate. It has hundreds 
of painti of masters in its churches, It 
has one of the largest and most famous the- 
aters in Italy, dating from the sixteenth 
century—a municipal institution which seats 
some 4,000 people, and is celebrated for its 
excellent performances of opera. Its harbor 
was once famous. In 1514 Julius II. estabd- 
liahed here the first printing office of Arabic 
characters, It was the birthplace of Clement 
VIII. and other illustrious Italians. And yet 
the chief thought attached to it in the Italian 
mind of today is that it is a cheaper resort 
for sea bathing than Rimini. Such vicis- 
situdes might well befall a city which takes 
its name from the Temple of Fortune 


Hence, at Fano end Rimini and at other 
places between are Roman arches and 
bridges. The Roman aqueducts that 

the city in olden times are still in use. This 
neighborhood was also notable as part of the 
domini of Cesar Borgia, a fact which is 
especial interesting because this tyrant 
was cited by Machiavelli as a type of the 
creative tyrant of the renaissance, who by 
the ‘terror which he inspired in those be- 
neath him, putting an end to disturbances 
of warring factions, gave td the people a 
chance for productive industry and for the 
arts of civilization. \

Pesaro is another of the Roman cities 
which had a troubled history because of its 
exposed position on the map of Italy. Yet 
one forgets its tribulations and connects its 
name with the ancient glory of majolica and 
faience, the elaborately decorated pottery 
which it, together with Feenga and Mar- 
jorca, manufactured in the middle ages. Fac- 
tories of this ware exist today in Pesaro, but 
they are unimportant, for the pottery they 
produce is inferior in quality and workman- 
ship. Under the Revere family, dukes of 
Urbino in the sixteenth century, Pesaro be- 
came famous also as a center of art and lit- 
erature. Bernardo and Tasso were among 
those who wrote and studied here. In our 
own day the city’s name is associated with 
that of its son, Rossini, the swan of 
Pesaro,“ who bequeathed to the town $500,- 
000 to found ite musical school; which is one 
of the best in Italy. 

Tired of railway travel, I decided to takea 
trip to Urbino on foot, although this is not 
4 necessary feature of traveling the distance 
off the railway line, since there is a stage 
which goes twice a day from Pesafo to Ur- 
bino. It was late afternoon when I set out, 
and I walked along until at dark I came toa 
half way inn eleven miles from Pesaro. 
After supper I went to bed directly. In the 
morning I had a surprise. I asked for my 
bill, and the unsophisticated hostess, not 
used to foreigners, charged me the same as 
the natives, and reckoned that for supper and 
lodging (I had a nice room with a good bed) 
18 cents would be about right. I spoke of this 
the next day to a schoolmaster at Urbino, 
and he said that in a mall country town he 
never paid more than 7 cents fora room, and 
that az I did not take the wine 6 cents was 
quite enough to pay for a light supper.

Lord Rosebery Says Radical Move May 
Bankrupt the Nation.

LONDON, July 20—The house of lords
